as dbh and are measured approximately 4.5' above ground. Bearings are measured from the SUPPORTING EVIDENCE, OBSERVATIONS, AND

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Monument Description: A limestone 0.2' wide x 0.9' long at base and 0.5' long at top with no markings was found 0.5' 
above grade. The stone has a natural tendency to split along the long (north/south) axis. We chiseled a mark into the short 
(east/west) axis to form a “+” in the top, and we spray painted the base of the stone orange.

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Origin and History: The original GLO surveyor set a post at this corner. 
The Monroe County Surveyor, James Spencer, began a survey at this 
corner in November of 1853 (Reference Survey ID 000027- Monroe 
County Survey Book 1, page 291), but he did not take any witnesses or 
describe the corner. He did note that the centerline of the railroad was 


in the area up to and including the base of the tree. It is clear that the new 
fence to the south and west (which has spun fiber posts) was present 
when Kevin Enright visited the corner, but a different fence (with wooden 
posts) was in place at the time of the Swingley survey. It is also apparent 
that before construction of the new fence, the line was cleared with heavy 


equipment, as there is still evidence of unnatural dirt mounds and ridges 
near the tree. 


407.88 feet east of the corner. We measured 433.15 feet from the found 
stone to the centerline of the abandoned railroad. A subsequent Monroe 
County Surveyor, Andrew Dillman, did not find the original corner in April 
of 1887 (Reference Survey ID 000025 - Monroe County Survey Book 2, 
pages 436-438). He reestablished the corner by proration between the 
southwest corner of Section 33 (ClCr_I25, which he also established) and 
the east % mile post of Section 20 (ClCr_115, which he found) and set a 
limestone witnessed by an elm and a maple. We did not find the witness 
trees. 


We are tied into the Swingley survey, and the coordinates confirm that 
the stone he found was at the east base of the tree. His witness ties 
indicate that the stone was flush. That coupled with the proximity to the 
tree makes it seem unlikely that the land clearing activities in the area 
would have disturbed the stone. But the fact remains that we didn't find it. 


The broken limestone that Enright reset was accepted by Marty James in 
2016 on his retracement survey for Armstrong in Section 32-T7N-R1W 
(Reference Survey ID 000067 - Instrument No. 2016013475) and the 
related subdivision plat (Reference Survey ID 000072 - Instrument No. 
2017009692). 


Dillman also set a limestone monument (witnessed by two other 
limestones) on the east side of the railroad, but he did not provide a 
distance to the railroad. We searched for the limestone monument on the 
east side of the railroad, but the bank was comprised of a thick layer of 
huge cut limestone pieces, many of which were beyond our capacity to 
move. We did not recover the set limestone or its accessories. We accepted the location of the stone as reset by Kevin Enright with 4 
feet of associated uncertainty due to the discrepancy with the Swingley 
stone and 25 feet of associated uncertainty due to the discrepancy 
between the measured and record distances to the centerline of the 


railroad. 


The found stone is in line with an old fence to the north, but a newer 
fence to the south is offset 9.4' to the west. There is a new fence to the 
west that begins 1.7 feet south of the stone on the north side of the large 
ash tree and lines up with several very large trees to the west that contain 
fence remains. 


In his 2007 Location Control Route Survey for Monroe Dam Road 
(Reference Survey ID 000456 - Instrument No. 2007011807), Ryan 
Swingley described his findings at this corner as follows: 

14”x1.5” planted stone found, origin unknown. Said stone was found at 
the base of tree with a farm fence running north and south over said 
stone. There was a farm fence running west from a point 6 feet north of 
the stone. 


In 2009, Monroe County Surveyor Kevin Enright found a broken 
limestone 0.6' x 0.53' x 0.2’ in a hole left by an old fallen fence post 
corner on the north side of the tree. The tree is a gigantic bifurcated ash 
with trunk diameters of 25” and 35” and a base that is well over 40” in 
diameter. In 2012, Kevin Enright reset the stone in the post hole and took 
new witnesses. He brought the monument to the Surveyor Review Board, 
but it was tabled for unknown reasons. 


We assume that the monument was tabled because of the discrepancies 
with the Swingley survey. Swingley's description implies that the stone 
was found on the east side of the tree, but Kevin reset the stone on the 
north side of the tree. The area around the tree is heavily grown up in 
briers and dense undergrowth. We cleared 15' of undergrowth around the 
tree, and we devoted several hours to raking, probing, and digging holes
